ANN ARBOR M idi IP—The Salk 
anti-polio vaccine today was pro­ 
nounced safe and effective.

Says Committees 
Near 
Agreefh& 
On Redistricting 
SPRINGFIELD <tP-Rep. Arthur 
W. Sprague ^aid today that Illinois 
House and Senate committees are 
only one step away from complet­ 
ing an “agreed” bill to redistrict 
the Legislature. 
The 
La 
Grange 
Republican, 
chairman of a special House com­ 
mittee on the subject, said the 
finishing touches may be applied 
by Wednesday night and the bill 
may be submitted next week. 


A constitutional amendment okay­ 
ed by the voters in 1954 requires 
the 1955 Legislature to draw a new 
map of legislative districts. There 
will be 59 House districts and 58 
for the Senate. 
The House liamed a special com­ 
mittee headed by Sprague to tackle 
the job of drafting proposed House 
districts. In the Senate, the chore 
of drawing 
new Senate district 
boundaries is being handled by the 
standing committee on elections 
and reapportionment. 
Sprague 
said 
his 
committee 
would meet immediately after the 
House session today and may be 
able to release a map showing its 
proposal at the close of that meet­ 
ing. 
He said the only step still to be 
completed by either committee is 
drafting Senate districts in Chi­ 
cago. This is in the hands of Sen­ 
ate Minority Leader William J. 
Lynch (D-Chicago), who hopes to 
have his proposal ready by Wed­ 
nesday night, Sprague said. 
The separate proposals will be 
combined into one bill for submis­ 
sion to the Legislature. 
Sprague 
reported the legislative reference 
bureau already Is drawing up the 
bill in proper form.

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Plans to Expand 
Scouting Outlined 
To Lions Club 
Plans for an expanded Boy Scout 
program in southern Illinois were 
discussed by Robert Krejei. execu­ 
tive of the Egyptian Council, Boy

The book is “ Meet Mister E isen­ 
hower” (H arper; $3.50). It gives 
behind-the-scenes glimpses of the

and 
reporters at work 
and at play. It includes an authori­ 
tative account of how' Mr. Eisen­ 
hower feels at midterm about his 
job, his achievements and the fu­ 
ture course of the nation. 
Writer Lists Reasons 
Smith,

Among the reasons 
he cites: The President’s age 
(he 
would be 66 at start of a second 
term ), his “ distaste” for politics,
